state. Leadville being the first city I 
came to, and being the great central 
point of the stat@, I will give a de- 
scription of it. Upon arriving at this 
town, the first thing that meets your 
eye is a long row of log cabins, wherein 
live miners, bankers, merchauts, and, 
in fact, all classes belonging to this 
great city. Lumber being too high, 
they have to use logs to make houses 
with. Brick houses are a curiosity 
here. The business streets of this 
town are just three in number, Har- 
rison Avenue, State St. and Main St. 
The stores are nearly all wooden shan- 
ties, the smallest: of which. will rent 
for about $250 per month. 1 know or 
one wouden building paying $30,000 


per year. 

As for business here, at present 
there is very little. There are about 
40,000 people in this city, and about 
half of them you will find crowding 
the streets, looking for work or for 


something to eat. Emigrants are 
coming in thick and fast from the 
east and south. Most of them will 
remain here until the spring, when 
they wil start off for the newly dis- 
covered countries on the Eagle and 
Gunyson rivers. There have been re- 
ported some rich strikes along in the 
Gunyson county and it is expected 
that within six weeks there will bea 
rush of about 50,000 people into that 
country. Everyone going there ex- 
pects to make a fortune. It would be 
nothing surprising to see a rush back 
during the summer, for that is the na- 
ture of these excitements. 

There are about fourteen good pay- 
ing mines here; they are nearly all 
controlled by New York parties, and 
every mise owner you meet will teil 
you his is the best paying mine in the 
world. They are seid on an entire- 
ly different plan than those in Vir- 
ginia City. They have no such ma- 
chinery here. 

Living is fearfully high here. You 
cannot procure any kind of a meal for 
less than $1 or $1 25. They will 
charge you for a small, shabby room 
$40 per month. The men who seem 
to prosper most here are the liquor 
merchants and the restauranters. 
There are about twenty-five or thirty 
dance houses here, running in full 
blast every night; also four or five 
theatres and variety shows. I will 
shortly send you an account of Lead- 
ville mines. Just as soon as the 
weather permits, I will start out into 
the Gunyson country and send you 
the reports of some of the mines and 
the country in general, The cold is 
intense here. e have about a foot 
of snow on the ground. WEIL.

This being the 
case, and in view of the fact that so 
many men are actually suffering for 
want of employment, both here and 
in California, and knowing the dispo- 
sition of capitalists to give these men 
work, I would suggest that one of the 
finest fields for enterprise presents it- 
self here at Reno at the present time. 
I refer to the construction of the “Big 
Ditch,” known as the Wasboe Land 
end Water Company's Canal. 
My plan is this. Let the members 
of that company, h rank amocy our 
host citizens, make arrangements with 
these capitalists to advance money for 
constructing the ditch, giving their 
rsonal security that the money shall 
expended on the; works. Then let 
them go to the leaders of the working- 
men’s organization and offer them the 
same wages for 500 or 1,000 men that 
they are williog to take in San Fran- 
cisco. Further arrangements could be 
made with the Central Pacific folks 
for their transportation from San Fran- 
cisco to Reno, and the whole arravge- 
ment would have the ultimate effect 
of furnishing employment for the 
needy, affording an opportunity for

twenty-five thousand acres of good

rates. I mercly make these few sug- 
gestions in order to bring out an ex- 
pression of the sentiment of those 
who are not only interested in the 
matter, but have the ability to do the 
subject justice. M. 


Richardson's Body Found. 
Louis Dean found the body of Har- 
ry Richardson at Glendale yesterday. 
Dean was walking along a small sleugh 
opening into the Truckee river when 
he noticed the body. It was lying in 
water about two feet deep. The place 
where it was found is back of the 
Glendale hotel and above the bridge. 
Mr. Dean notified the coroner and 
the body was brought to town. It is 
well preserved, the icy coldness of the 
water having prevented decomposi- 
tion. It showed no marks of violence. 
It might easily have been carried by 
the current of the river into the place 
where it was found. Richardson dis- 
appeared on the evening of January 
16, and his coat and that were found 
the next morning on the river bank 
near Glendale. ie body shows signs 
of long exposure to water.
